Manila, P. I., Jan. 7 — Midst the

anchor out In the hay until Saturday 
morning wheu we were loaded on light- 
er* and planted once more on terra 
Arina. We are quartered at Nlpa bar- 
rack*, Malate, Manila, In the North- 
eastern part of Uie city, where we are 
supposed to be ready in .10 minute* no- 
tice to answer the "call to arm* ” We 
may be here a day, two day* or possibly 
a week or longer or then we might be 
ordered to the tiring line In an hour or 
•o. Kach soldier wa* issued 111! round* 
of ammunition before we left thetran*- 
port 

Wo drew Khaki clothing the day be- 
fore we got Into Singapore. Where wo 
are now quartered I* a paradise by the 
•Ido of our quarter* oa the tram-port or 
even to our old camp In far away Peno- 
•f State. Wo are in bamboo barracks.

EARTH AND SUN. 

We observe that our friends Bobbitt 
and Hughes, are exercised os to the 
relative positions of earth and sun in 
summer and winter. The time is very 
inopportune for the discussion of scien- 
tific problem*: but could we direct our 
minds out of our present political mael- 
strom to things celestial, no doubt the 
gain would be immense. 

Our friend Bobbitt is off the track al- 
together. Our friend Hughes wants to 
i introduce ocular testimony; this will 
hardly count in any exact science, 
there might be illusion. It Is a fact, 
demonstrated beyond cavil, that all the 
planets revolve around the sun on an 
elliptical orbit and not In a circle. ! 
Take an egg in your hand and look 
down upon It and you got a good idea 
o? the earth’s ecliptic, the sun In the 
center and the earth revolving around 
the edge. The earth’s ecliptic has a 
major and a minor axis, or diameter, 
the one several thousand miles longer 
than tbe other. To be brief, as this is 
dull reading and unintelligible to 
many; in the winter season tbe earth 
moves around the end of its orbit and 
by the major axis, and therefore is at a 
greater distance from tbe sun. 

Closely related to this problem and 
to be explained bv means of it, is an- 
other very interesting one aod of very 
considerable Importance, especially to 
country people aod those who propose 
to krep sun or meridian time. 1 ake 
up any standard almanac aod we find: 
“Sun fast" and “sun slow.” At present
